The Home Office, whose sentiments are humane, is 
unable to stand up to the War Office in this 
matter.

a strong interdepartmental committee could be 
formed representing the Foreign Office, the Home 
Office, the War Office, the Dominions Office and 
the Colonpgial Office.

the decision of the Secretary of tate,on a minute by Sir : 
R. Vansittart based on a letter to him from ir. A. Weber) raises 
the question whether there should not be established a standing 
interdepartmental committee which would meet from time to time 
as required to co-ordinate policy in relation to political 
refugees. The former Cabinet committee on refugees has,I under- 
stand, not met for a long time, and its composition ‘is probably 
now uncertain in view of the change in the form of the War 
Cabinet. The Aliens Advisory Committee has also fallen into 
de suétude;and in any case its competence was both too narrow 
(in that it is concerned only with aliens inside the United 
Kingdom), and too wide (in that it is concerned with aliens 
other than refugees and refugees other than political refugees), 
for it to be an appropriate vehicle for this purpose. 


The following are possible activities for a standing conm- 
mittee on political refugees. 


(i) It is a part of our present military plans to create 
at an appropriate stage wide-spread revolt in the territories 
ruled by the enemy (See Foreign Office telegram No. 1168 to 
Washington, paragraph 3). The role of political refugees in 
_assisting us to create this revolt could be a considerable one. 
The committee could formulate a policy on this question. 


(ii) The committee could consider the present vroposal 
and other’ humanitarian questions connected with the grant of 
aSylum to refugees from the activities of our enemies. 


(iii) M.1I.5, the department of the security service charged 
with the examination of the loyalty of individuals to the Allied 
cause, and in consequence inter alia with the investigation of 
the bona fides of refugees, is under the stress of recent 
currents in public opinion and under the influence of high 
authority in the War Officé*hdopted the rule of thumb that any 
person’of foreign nationality is to be presumed (almost, it 
would seem irrebutlably presumed) to be hostile, while. any person 
of British nationality is presumed to be loyal. «fhis amounts 
to a confession of failure, for this department exists for no 
other purpose than the examination and judgement of individual 
cases. A strong co-ordinating committee might be in a position 
to strengthen the hand of this department and set it to work 
again at its proper task. 


(iv) The War Office policy of admitting aliens to the 
Pioneer Corps, but not to combatant bodies, is perhaps out of 
date, being apparently based on the hypothesis of trench warfare. 
The War Office has so far recognised this as to stop the further 
recruitment of aliens for the AM.P.C. The question arises 
whether, for political even more than for military reasons, a 
fully combatant foreign legion under British command should not 
be formed. A committee of the type proposed would be the only 
body which would stand any chance of successfully urging this 
upon the War Office.

(v) Under the influence of propaganda by the actual Fifth 
Column designed to convince the public and the military author- 
ities that the real Fifth Column consists not of themselves but 
of refugees from Nazi oppression, the Home Office machinery for 
classifying persons of enemy nationality into categories accord 
-ing aS they were friendly, doubtful or hostile to the Allied 
cause has, de facto though not de jure, broken down, gthe machin- 
~ery was in fact faulty from the startj. Nevertheless, some such 
machinery is essential, all the more so now that we are fight- 
ing alone, if we are to be able to rebut the charge that our war 
is not really one for the liberation of other peoples but merely 
for our selfish national interests. The existence of a committee 
of the kind proposed would strengthen the hand of the Home Office 
in devising and operating a new machinery for the classification 
of enemy nationals who now of course include Italians. 


(vi) Such a committee could consider the constitution of an 
advisory committee, preferably secret, composed of leading polit- 
ical refugees who could assist it and through it all departments 
of H.M. Government in dealing with some or all of the questions 
previously enumerated. 


Such a standing committee would need to represent the Foreign 
Office, the Home Office, the Colonial Office, the Dominions Office, 
more than one department of the War Office and the Ministry of 
Information, and possibly also the Admiralty and the Air Ministry. 
It would require to be presided over by someone of ministerial 
rank, preferably not drawn from any one of these departments. 

Mr. Grenfell, the Minister of Mines, who has long experience of 
political refugees, would perhaps be ready to undertake it.

The number of political refugees from Germany at 
present in this country is, as I understand, comparatively 
small. It appears that France is about to extradite 
to Germany all those political refugees who sought 
Sanctuary within her boundaries — a proceedings all the 
more despicable in view of the terrible fate -not unknown 
to the French- that lies in store for these unfortunate 
people. I would never expect such treatment at the hands 
of the British Government. However, if Hitler carries in- 
to epération his threat of impending military action 
against this country, political refugees might possibly 
fall into German hands. 


As for my own person, 1 am quite definitely on the 
black list of the Gestapo as a former leader of the 
Democratic Party. Having come into contact with the Gestapo 
on seven occasions, I have had ample opportunity of 
studying their methods. We would not dread the prospect 
of capture by the Gestapo, were it not for the fact that 
it invariably entails cunningly devised tortures. It is 
known the world over that the Nazis do not shrink from 
any form of cruelty. 


My suggestion then, is this : whether the English 
Government might not consider taking steps to enable 
pohitical refugees in this country to move to overseas, 
where they would enjoy comparative safety. I feel that

1. I am directed by the Secretary of State to say, for your 
confidential information, that, in view of the present emergency, 
His Majesty's Government have decided to adopt a policy of interning, 
subject to certain exceptions, the male Germans and Austrians now at 
large in this country. Accommodation is however not immediately 
available for all these persons (approximately 25,000 in all) and. 
accordingly it is proposed to proceed in the following stages: 


Stage I. 


(a) Male Germans and Austrians who have been classified as non- 
refugees except those who have been resident in tnis country 
since the 3ist December, 1919. 


(b) Male Germans and Austrians, whether classified as refugees or 
not, who are at present unemployed, irrespective of thoir 
length of residence. 


Stage 2. 
Male Germans and Austrians residing outside the 
Metropolitan and City police districts. 
Stage 3. 


Male Germans and Austrians residing within the 
Metropolitan and City police districts. 


Procedure for the First Stage. 


Bs The Secretary of State hereby authorises you to effect 
internment on the 25th June of the two classes of male enemy aliens 
mentioned under the heading of Stage 1, viz. non-refugees who have not 
been resident in this country since the 3ist December, 1999, and the 
unemployed. 


Chief Constables should immediately take steps to prepare the 
necessary lists of such Germans am Austrians in their districts. It 
will no doubt be possible to ascertain whether a man is or is not a 
refugee from the registration card or the tribunal record of his case 
which is in the possession of the police. In some cases it may be 
necessary to require male Germans and Austrians to produce their 
registration certificate for examination. The lists of unemployed 
Germans and Austrians should include the names of all those registered for 
employment at the local Employment Exchange, and in addition the names of 
any others who are known or can he ascertained by the police not to be 
engaged in any employment or occupation. Enquiries as to Germans and

Austrians registered for employment at Employment Exchanges should he made 
of the Manager of the Exchange, who has received instructions to supply to 
the Police information in his ‘possession relating to aliens registered for — 
employment; the enquiries should not be made at Branch Employment Offices. 
It is important that it should not become known to aliens that the 
particulars furnished to Employment Exchanges are supplied to the Police, 

and accordingly the enquiries at the Exchanges, and the information obtained, 
should be treated as confidential. 


The following categories of male Germans and Austrians are to be 
regarded as exempt from internment and should not be arrested in pursuance 
of this authority, namely: 


(a) Persons under 16 and over 70 years of age;

The Germans and Austrians arrested in your district should be handed 
over to the military authorities and you should ascertain inmediately from 
Command Headquarters the addresses of the military units to which they 
should be taken. 


The premises of the persons arrested should be searched in accordance 
with the instructions given in the Home Office circular (Gen.200,115/1) of 
the 3rd June, 1940, and any article (e.g. sketch, plan, model, note, 
document, or anything of like nature) which may be evidence of an offence 
to which the Defence Regulations apply, or of hostile activities, or of 
acts prejudicial to the national interests, should be seized and forwarded 
to M.I.5. unless the article is required in connection with proposed 
proceedings.

With further reference to my correspondence with 
Sir Robert Vansittart and in accordance with your 
suggestion I herewith enclose a list of German and 
Austrian refugees who are especially endangered. The 
names are classified under the fullowing sical : 


(a) Scholars and Writers 

(b) Business men, politicians, and secretarial staff 
(ec) Left wing people 

(ad) People working with the B.B.C. 


The list has been drawn up bg a committee con- 
sisting of Dr.F.Demuth, Professor Frederick Hertz, and 
myself. It is not yet complete and a supplementary list 
may be added shortly. Individuals included in the list 
have not been consulted. 


We are of the opinion that it is the duty of every 
German and Austrian in this country, in the present state 
of emergency, to be ready to serve this country to the 
best of his ability. Should we, however, be interned 
we would only be a burden~on the public. Nor can there be 
any doubt as to the fate of these refugees should they 
fall into the hands of the Nazis. 


The conversation with Sir Herbert Emerson took 
place to-day in the presence of Dr.Kullmann and Dr. 
Demuth. Sir Herbert Emerson received us very kindly and 
assured us of his great sympathy. He promised to lend his 
full support to our negotiations with the U.S.A. Embassy 
which were started some time ago, but apart from a 
possible solution of the problem in this direction Sir 
Herbert does not see a chance for a settlement of political 
refugees in large numbers except perhaps in certain 
British colonies.

At Sir Orme Sargent's request I saw 
Sir George Franckenstein today. 


He said there was a group of anti-Nazi 
Austrians in this country, some interned and 
some not, who would be in peril of their lives 
if they ever fell into the hands of the Germans. 


As we were now sending a certain number of 
internees to Canada and other places, he asked 
if we would consider including this group of 
about 40 persons, the names of whom have, I 
understand, already been communicated to the 
Foreign Office. He said that one of the main 
difficulties was finance. 


I promised to pass this enguiry on to the 
appropriate department, who, I said, would 
communicate with Sir George direct (telephone 
Sloane 14.757). I observed, however, that ® 


treswehnt that the majority of the individuals 
who had been sent away were Nazis, and that 

there might be some practical difficulty in 

treating anti-Nazis on the same footing.

The Foreign Office have been approached on behalf 
of a certain number of German and Austrian refugees of 
political or intellectual eminence, whose anti-Nazi 
background is unquestionabie,. My Secretary of State 
is unxious that, if it is in any way possibie, these 
people should be shipped overseas to a place where they 
can be left in liberty, and will be able to make at 
least their inteilectuai if not their full physical and 
politicai contribution to our cause. Another consider- 
ation which I may mention is that in the event of a 
German occupation of any part of this country, the men 
concerned would be exposed to a peculiarly horrible fate. 


#e should be a littie embarrassed in asking the 
Dominions to take these people, since they have already 
made us spontaneous and most generous offers in the 
matter of receiving children, and in the still more 
difficult matter of receiving dangerous enemy aliens. 
Further, their number is so small (400 or 500 at most) 
that the Dominions couid ask us with perfect propriety 
whether it was really impossibie for us to find room for 
them in territories under our own control. 


I am therefore writing to asx whether it is worth 
considering the possibility of sending these people to 
any of the colonies ? If it is a possibility, the 
guestion of their seiection, finding shipping 
accommodation, etc., could be examined. 


I realise, of course, that no colonial administration 
could accept any financial responsibility in regard to 
these refugees, and this proposai is put forward on the 
understanding that any financial guarantees which the 
Coionial regulations require wiil be duly furnished by 
the beneficiaries or their sponsors.

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Mr. Snow asked me some days ago to see Dr. Weber who 
wished to represent the case of German and Austrian refugees of 
distinction who were now in England who would be in particular 
danger if they fell into the hands of the Germans. I saw Dr. Weber, 
who was accompanied by Dr. Demuth, and discussed the matter with them, 
They gave me four lists of persons containing names of (I) Scholars 
and Writers; (II) Business Men, Politicians and Secretarial Staff, 
and Ministers of Religion; (III) German and Austrian people working 
with tis BeBeC. (IV) Left Wing people. These lists had apparently 
been prepared by a self-constituted committee consisting of Dr. Demuth, 
Dr. Weber and Professor Hertz. The last named is Chairman of the 
Austrian Centre. I gathered that they had also consulted Sir George 
Franckenstein and Mr. Treviranus. 
From the criterion of danger, these lists cannot be regarded as conm- 
plete. There are many other refugees besides those on the lists who 
would be in equal - or even greater - danger. If, in fact, it was 
considered desirable at any time to compile a list of refugees in 
particular danger, it would be necessary to consult the responsible 
refugee organisations, and not to depend on lists prepared by three 
gentlemen who, however.reliable they may be, are not likely to 
command the complete confidence of all refugees, and, in particular, 
of those of the Left. Hitherto the organisations have not encouraged 
the idea among refugees that they should flee from England because 
there is, or may be, serious danger of a German invasion. If the 
idea of "safety first" were encouraged by the organisations, most of 
the 50,000 or 60,000 refugees now in England would ask to be included 
in the lists. I pointed this out to Dr. Weber and Dr. Demuth, and 
explained that there would be many Englishmen in equal danger. I also 
suggested to them the difficulty of approaching people in the United 
States regarding the danger of refugees on the assumption that the 


Germans would obtain temporary, let alone permanent, occupation of 


Great Britain, an assumption which I myself was not prepared to 
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@ke for a moment. These gentlemen recognised this difficulty, and 
said that many of them felt that whatever the dangers might be, they 
ought not to run away from them. Indeed, they were only too anxious 
to give what help they could. 
On the other hand, what was obviously perturbing them was ee probab- 
nil ‘cial 
ility of internment, and they did, in fact, approach me in Ae hope 
ee them for exemption. 

(2) The general policy of the British Government and of the 
voluntary organisations has been to encourage the emigration of 
German and Austrian refugees. ‘So far this has been without special 
reference to the danger in which individuals may be if they fell into 
the hands of the Germans. for practical purposes, emigration at 
present is restricted to the following countries: (1) The United 
States of America, under the regular quota system; (2) Palestine, 
under a system of quotas; (3) San Domingo, under a rigid scheme of 
selection; {4) Shanghai. 

There is no existing or potential outlet by which a considerable 
number of refugees could be emigrated in an emergency in accordance 
with the criterion of danger. If the British Government at any time 
decided that the emigration of such persons was necessary or desir- 
able, arrangements would have to be made for them in the Dominions 
or the Colonies, and, as already noted, the preparation of the list 
of persons concerned would have to be very carefully done. Many of 
those included in the list would consist of writers, politicians, and 
persons of Left Wing views. Few of them would belong to professions 
or callings qualifying them for ready employment in new countries. 
Only the minority would be able to support themselves, or would have 
sufficient means on which to live for more than a very limited 
period, so that emigration to the Dominions or Colonies would involve 
in many cases maintenance for an indefinite period. For the same 
reasons it is difficult to secure the emigration of many of the 


persons concerned by the ordinary procedure. Most of the refugees 


with relatives or friends in the United States have already gone 
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there, or are registered for entry. Most of the remainder would 
find great difficulty in securing employment. Some of the Left 
Wingers would not be accepted. 

or There is at present only one way by which a few of the 
persons concerned might obtain entry into the United States, other 
than by the ordinary quota procedure. This is a provision of the 
American law which provides for immigration outside the quota for 
Ministers of Religion and Professors. Many have already been placed 
in the United States under this Provision, and it is doubtful whether 
further appointments can be found there for more than a handful. 


lt have, however, written to Mr. Warren, the Secretary of the 


| President's Advisory Committee on Political Refugees, asking him to 


lap whet 4c possible, and I attach a copy of the letter. There has 


been delay in its despatch because it has been necessary to get from 
Dr. Weber certain supplementary details not included in the original 
lists. The first of the four lists supplied by them is the only one 
which is strictly relevant, but I have sent the second also in the 
hope that a few on it may be placed. It was useless to send the third 
and fourth lists. lt will be noted from the letter that the committee 
of three prepared their lists without reference to the wishes of the 
people whose names are included in them This, I think, was right, 
first, because it is undesirable to raise false hopes, and, second, 
because if it were known that a list of persons in danger was being 
prepared, there would be hundred of applicants. 

I will let Mr. Snow know the results of my letter, if any, and I shall 
be grateful if he will keep me informed of any proposals there may be 


to emigrate any particular category of refugee.

Some thoucht is being siven here to the position of 
German and Austrian refugees who, either because of their 
eminence in various spheres, or because of their activities in 
the past, are viewed with particular disfavour by the Germans, 
and would be victimised if the Germans obtained even a tomporary 
foothold in this country. Personally, I do not think for a 
moment that this will happen, but having regard to the fate of 
rofugees in Holland, Belgium and france, I feel that the subject 
cannot be summarily dismissed, Moreover, what affects me more 
is the fact that the British Government are now interning, with 
few exceptions, male Gorman and Austrian subjects who are not 
doing work of national importance. ‘Come, at any rate, of the 
category I have mentioned would not come within this exemption, 
and they are likely to be interned in the noar future, 
éhile the state of emergency makes this measure necessary, and 
while the conditions of internment are precautionary and not 
punitive, it is bad for men of this type to have to eat their 
eouls out in internment camps. 


&e Affected by these considerations, a small committee of 
distinguished Cerman and Austrian refugees has prepared lists of 
persons wno should be encouraced to emigrate if facilities were 
open to them. The only iists with which I need trouble you are 
first, that containing names of scholars and writers, and, second, 
that containing names of business mon, politicians and secretarial 
staff.

I was just about to reply to your 
tal ¥e50/G letter W.8686/@. of the 18th July when your further 
letter W.8686/G. of the 18th July arrived, and I can 
now answer both together. 


Naturally we should like to help you 
both as regards the refugees in France who are of 
Belgian, German and Italian nationality and as 
regards the German and Austrian refugees of political 
or intellectual eminence whose anti-Nazi background 
is unquestionable. But 1 am afraid that in neither 
case can we assist. 


The general position is that Colonial 
Governments now refuse to admit eny persons who are 
"enemy aliens" and I do not see how we could press 
any Colonial Government to take refugees of enemy 
origin even if we could think of a suitable Colony 
to which they might move. In any event the suggestion 
that we might arrange with the Colonial authorities 
in the Mediterranean to admit any of the refugees 
referred to in your letter of the 13th July is 
impracticable. For obvious reasons Palestine, Malta 
and Gibraltar are ruled out in present ee oes 
and so far as Cyprus is concerned, even if it were 
possible for these refugees to find ships to ba ike them 
there, we could not ask the Cyprus Government to do 
more than we have already asked them to do at the 
instance of the Foreign Office. No doubt you have

seen the correspondence between the Colonial Office 
and the Foreign Office about the admission of a 
certain number of Poles from Roumania. 


rt from this we are confronted with a 
oroblem of reat magnitude and difficulty in 
disposing of many thousands. of British subjects 
from Gibraltar who mst “have a prior claim upon us. 
Some 11,000 Gibraltarians, women, children and older 
men, were compulsorily evacuated from Gibraltar by 
order of the War Cabinet to Morocco and now, owing 
to the collapse of France, they have had to be 
removed from Morocco and are on their way to thrs 
country pending their dispersal to certain Colonies.

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On June 25th Dr. Weber wrote to Sir Robert Vansittart 
suggesting that His Majesty's Government might consider 
removing certain German political refugees from this 
country in view of the fate in store for them if they 
fell into Nazi hands. Dr. Weber considered that this 
step "would be justified since we refugees are at present 
of very little use to this country: if anything we are a 
burden. Things would be different if we were allowed to 
jyoin in the struggle". In due course Refugees Section 
were asked to look into this question, and as a first

There was no existing or potential outlet by which a 
considerable number of refugees could be emigrated in an 
emergency in accordance with the criterion of danger. 
Moreover many of the oersons on Dr. Weber's list were 
writers, politicans etc. who were not qualified for 

ready employment in new countries: indeed only a minority 
would be able to support themselves, so that emigration to 
the Dominions or Colonies would involve in many cases 
maintenance for an indefinite period. There was only one 
way by which a few of the persons concerned might obtain 
entry into the Unitéd States, viz; through the provision 

of the United States law which provides for immigration 
outside the quota for Ministers of Religion and Professors. 
Sir Herbert Emerson has written to the Secretary of President 
Roosevelt's Advisory Comnittée on Political Refugees asking 
him to do what is possible on these lines. 


In the meantime Sir George Pranckenatein had also 
written (June 28th) to Sir Robert Vansittart submitting 
names of Austrian candidates for emigration. Sir 
George Franckenstein's list contained about 65 names, 
mainly Austrian monarchists and Catholics. 


In the circumstances the only possibility that seemed 

to remain for emigratinp» ese people was to the Dominions 

or Colonies. In regard to the Dominions however, the 
authorities here are understood to have adopted the principle 
that enemy aliens sent to the Dominions from this country 
should be selected because they are particularly dangerous 

and their removal is required by home defence. They were 
already disappointed at the response they had had from the 
Dominions to their requests to take dangerous aliens 
and were likely to be lukewarm towards any proposal that 
their places should be taken by inocuous ones. Moreover, 
the quotas to which the Dominions had consented were in 
any case no doubt already allocated, and in the case of 
Canada had already been filled. In addition the general 
difficulty remained that in the event of successful 
invasion of this country by Germany there seemed no reason 
why those people should not go down in the common ruin. 


On July 18th an enguiry was addressed to the Colonial 
Office as to whether there would be any possibility of 
sending these people to any of the Colonies. ‘it: seemed 
highly doubtful whether any of the Colonies would agree 
to take them, while if they did there seemed no particular 
reason why, if we th it necessary to intern these 


people, the Colonial Governments should not also think 
it necessary to do so. 


On July 23rd the Colonial Office replied that the 
Colonial Governments refused to admit any persons who 
were “enemy aliens" and did not see how they could press 
any Colonial Government to take refugees of enemy origin 
even if they could think of a suitable Colony to which they 
could be moved. 


In the meantime the Cabinet has taken a decision which 
ought to result in the freedom from internment of aliens of

Sir Herbert Mmerson explained to Dr. Wever swat for 
practical purposes emigration at present was restricted to 
the following countries:- 


1. The United States; under the Se quota systen, 
2. Palestine; under a system of quotas. 
S. Santo Domingo, under a rigid scheme of selection.

There was no existing or potential outlet by which a 
considerable number of refugees could be emigrated in an 
emergency in accordance with the criterion of danger, 
Moreover many of the persons on Dr. Weber's list were , 
writers, politicans etc, who were not qualified for 

ready employment in new countries: indeed only a cortege 
would be able to support themselves, so that emigration. to 
the Dominions or Colonies would involve in meny cases — 
aintenance for an indefinite period, There was only one 
way by which a few of the persons concerned might obtain 
entry into the United States, vias through the provision 

of the United States law which provides for immigration 
outside the quota for Ministers of Religion and Professors, 
Sir Herbert Bnerson has written to the Seeretary of President 
Roosevelt's Advisory Comaittee on Political Refugees asking 
him to do wheat is possible on these Lines. 


In the meantime Sir George Prenckewstein had also 
written (June 28th) to Sir Robert Vansittart submitting 
nemes of Austrian candidates for emigration. Sir 
George Franckenstein's list ontéined . sbout 65 names, 
mainly Austrian monarchists and Catholics. 


In the circumstances the only possibility that seemed 

to remain for enigrati 2se people was to the Dominions 
or Colonies, In regard to the Dominions however, the 
authorities here are understood to have adonted the principle | 
that enemy aliens sent to the Dominions from this country — 
should be selected because they are particularly dangerous 

and their removal is required by home defence, They were 
already disappointed at the response they had had from the 
Dominions to their requests to take dangerous aliens 

and were likely to be lukewarm towards any proposal that 
their places should be taken by inocuous ones. Moreover, 
the quotas to which the Dominions had consented were in 
any case no doubt slresdy allocated, and in the case of 
Canada hed already been filled, In addition the general — 
difficulty remained that in the event of successful 
invasion of this country by Germany there seemed no reason 
why those people should not go down in the common ruin, 





On July 18th an enquiry was addressed to the Colonial 
Office as to whether there would be any possibility of 
sending these people to any of the Colonies, “Tt seemed 
highly doubt whether any of the Colonies woulda oe 
to take then, while if they did there seemed no perticular 
reason why, if we t! it necessary to intern these 
people, the Colonial Governments should not also think 
it necessary to do So. 


On duly 23rd the Colonial Office replied that the. 
Colonial Governments refused to admit any persons who 
were “enemy aliens" and did not sce how they conid press 
any Colonial Government to take refugees of enemy oni 


gin 
even if they could wae or a suited! Colony to when they 
could be moved, 


In the meantime the Cabinet has token a decision which 
ought to result in the freedom from internment of aliens of 
enemy nationality who are ee actively opposed Menet 
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the present German régime": it is probable that the Cabinet 
decision will result in the employment of these people so 
far as they are employabic. These measures will remove 

the principal arguments for thejr being sent abroad, 

and a11 possibilities having been thoroughly explored, the 
matter may perhaps be allowed to rest there, ee
